MAYOR MAY B!ND CASE OVER 


Painter Says That Defendant Has 


Been Signing Receipts For Him 


For Past 15 Years. 


The 
preliminary 
hearing of the 
ease of Ed Crosby, former trustee of 
Iîfi-hville township, who is charged in 
two different affidavits of-forging the 


names of 
Thomas 
Hughes, W . F. 


Jackm an &nd Theodore Jarvis, paper/* 
hangers and painters, and fraudu­ 
lently obtaining the sums of $142 and 
$110 on two different vouchers, was 
started before M ayor B. A. Black 
this afternoon at two o'clock. Up un­ 
til three-thirty o’clock, only the one 


case had been tried, that in which it 


is alleged that Mr. Crosby forged the 
name of Thomas Hughes 
and got 
$110, which did not 
belong to him. 
The State had rested its case and the 
prosecutor and the attorneys for the 
defendants 
made 
their 
closing 
speeches. 
I f the court is reasonably 


sure, gleaned from the evidence that 
is introduced, that the defendant is 


gnihy. lie will bind the defendant over 
to the circuit court and will not re­ 
turn any verdict, as he was author­ 
ized lo aeî by the State’s attorney. 
I ’hnrles I). Sutton, field examiner, 
who examined the report of the fo r­ 


mer trustee, was placed on the stand 
first by the State. 
His testimony was 
only to show that the report had been 
examined and that the alleged fallacy 
had been discovered. 


Thomas Hughes was placed on the 
stand by the State. 
The witness said 
that he had authorized the former 
trustee to sign receipts for him. and 
that had always been their custom for 
him to sign the painter’s name, when 


any money was paid to him for the 


pa : :erfs labor. Mr. Hughes said that 


he gave Mr. Crosby that power fif­ 


teen 
years 
ago 
and 
had 
never 
revoked it. 
lie said that he did iud*-i 
remember whether or not he had giv­ 
en Mr. Crosby power to 
sign that 
particular voucher, where it is charg­ 


ed that the former trustee forged the 


painters nairte. 
The witues- enumer­ 


ated the materials used and the p a y­ 
ment for which is supposed to fie in­ 
eluded. in the reeeipt in question. He 
testified that lie had never signed an\ 
other receipts for the money which is 


involved and that he had never re­ 


ceived it to his knowledge. 


“ How many receipts has he signed 
for you to the best of your memory ? " 
a<ked the defendant’s attorney. 
"M y nearest estimate is that he 
sig- r-d six, seven or eight receipt- lor 


me t-ach year during the fifteen years 
that we associated together," was the 
reply. 


Ta the cross examination of the 
wit* oss 
by

prosecutor. 
Mr. 


Tfnglie- said that he and Mr. Crosby 


w» re in partnership 
about 
fifteen 
year- ago and that tjiey 
dissolved 
after working together two ye. *-- . In 


the cross examination, his testimony 
wa- practically the same in »ha* he 


ro » rated the statements that he had 


nevor authorized Mr. Crosby to sign 


that specific receipt, but that on the 
o.o n a ry he had never revoked the 
former trustee’s authority to sign his 
name to receipts when he was to re- 
the motrey. 


The State rested its ca»e 
at tlie 


close of the Hughes’ testimony and he 


wa - allowed to go after the attorneys 


fin d questions back and forth. 
The 


trial 'w as very mild but for the oe- 


ca-ional spats between the attorneys 


fo” the defendant and the prosecutor. 


Ed Crosby, the 
defendant, 
was 
placed on the stand by the defense. 
I- direct 
examination 
the 
former 


\ 


trustee te-lifted that he had paid Mr. ! 
Hughes by tin- week f< r hi- work, 


when he was in hi- employ and had 
kept account of the township material j 
in his name. 
The substance of the 
story told by Mr. Crosby was that 
he had paid Mr. Hughes for the town­ 


ship work by the week, as had always 


been his custom, and that the painter 


had received the money for the work, 
which the money involved in the re­ 
ceipt in question was to pay for. in 
small sums before the receipt was 


ever made out and submitted to the 
advisory board in his 
report. 
He 


said tlmt lie was authorized to sign 


that particular receipt, on which it 
is charged he forged the name of 
T}iama- Hughes. 
He said that lie 
had no intention of defrauding the 
township with that signature. 
In e r o - s examination Mr. Crosby 


told practically the same story. 
He 
said that it had been the custom for 
township trustees to buy m aterial of 
their own firms, and that, after the 
advisory board had consented, lie had 


used the name of Thomas Hughes in 
receipting fo^tlie work of the painter 
and a lio for the material used, after 


the painter had also consented to 
such a ime. and that the whole sum 
had been included in the one receipt, 
Mr. Hughes receiving liis money by 
the week before the township paid 
the bill. 


It was intended to try the other 
case on the Jä rv i» and Jackm an re­ 
ceipt affidavit immediately following 
the completion of the fir<t hearing.

The preliminary hearing was set for 
Friday afternoon at two o’clock. 
The city marshal 
has a case of 
whiskey, containing six quarts, which 


were -hipped to Ferguson, 
lie found 
them at a residence in the city in the 
vicinity of Ferguson’s former home. 
The woman at that particular resi­ 


dence reported the matter to the po­ 


lice and it was 
principally 
through 


her assistance that the affidavit was 


sworn out and the arrest made. 
The 
city marshal caught Ferguson in the 


act of opening the ease at the house 
yesterday afternoon and tin* Th|*ior 
was 
immediately 
confiscated. 
As 
soon after that as possible the arrest 
was made. 
The police say that this 
i- tlie third case which Ferguson has 
received by express in the past few 
weeks. 
The tailor claims that he i- 


not guilty. 
According to the story told to the 
police by the 
woman at the 
house 
where the whiskey has been received. 
Ferguson has had three cases shipped 
to him in the past few week-. 
The 


woman told the police that she had 


remonstrated with Ferguson not to 


have the whiskey »hipped to her home 


and said that she had threatened to 
tell the authorities on several occa­ 
sions. 
She made her threat 
good 
when she notified the city marshal 
yesterday morning. 
Officer Harlow 


camped on Ferguson’s trail all yo-> 


terday morning and finally succeeded 


in catching him with the “ goods on 
him " yesterday afternoon. 
'flie woman at the house where the 
liquor was found, -aid that she knew 


nothing of Ferguson’s intentions to 


hnvV the whiskey shipped 
to her 


house. 
She -aid that when the first 


case arrived, she 
wondered why it 


should come there and never learned 
then what the contents 
really were. 
When the seeond case arrived, inves­ 
tigation proved that it was whiskey. 
Then it was tly^Mhe woman told F e r­ 
guson that he should not have any 
more cases delivered 
there or she 
would report him to the police. 
When 


the third case came yesterday morn­ 


ing. she reported if ti/the police. 


According to the story told by the 


woman to the police, Ferguson would 
hide the quart bottles in the weeds in 
the garden soon after the case a rriv­ 
ed and later would come with an old 
\ 
pair of pants or 
clothing of 
some 


kind and carry them away, under the 
pretense of being a tailor. 
The lot at the back part of A. L. 
Aldridge’s grocery store 
has been 


used as a dumping ground for quart 
whiskey bottles for a time and the 


clerks and proprietor gathered them 


up and used them for vinegar bottle-. 
They Wondered that so many of them 
should he thrown there. The Aldridge 
lot extends back to the alley which 
runs alongside the 
Kram er 
meat 
market.

The matter was pre­ 
sented to the council last night by a 


representative body of business men, 
about twenty-five in number, in the 
form of 
a petite iT in which 
they 
asked that the lights be installed, the 
merchant- to pay fo r all of the poles 
atid fixture-, if theicity would attend 
to' the installation and 
furnish the 
electricity. 


The petition was presented by W ill 
C. MeColgin, attorney for the Asso­ 
ciation. and it- was acted upon im ­ 
mediately by the body. 
They, bv a 
unanimous vote, referred the light 
question to the water and light com­ 
mittee of the council. Dr. f . If, P a r ­ 
sons. O. <\ Norris and Ed Kelley, who 


agreed to meet with the business men 
llitir-dav night, when it is thought 


that some arrangement will be made 
fo r the lights. 
It is urged that the 


preparation for their installation he 
made at once as they can be put in 
much cheaper 
before the 
brick is 
hived on the streets. 


1 ho written petition, prepared by 
Attorney Met olgin, requests that the 
council consider the matter of in ­ 


stalling a system of decorative side­ 
walk lights, similar to those now i.i 


use in Indianapolis and other cities. 
The business men suggest in the p >- 
tit ion that the best resultsean be a t­ 
oned by placing the lights, five to 
ie square, on 
each 
side of 
the 
treet* to be placed in Main street 


from the north »ide of th ird street 


the south side of First street, and 
Second street fr< m the west side 
of Morgan st-r^t to the ea-t side of 
Perkins -treet. 
The merchants state 
in the petition that they 
agree to 
purchase the poles and fixtures if the 


council wilt install the Same and fur- 
ni-h the electricity for lighting them. 


Tt was said Ui»t night that the boun­ 
dary lines for the light $ 
were not 
definitely arranged In the 
petition, 
but that they might be extended in 
Main street fo the Masonic temple 
and in other places not mentioned in 
the petition. 


The proposed improvement, which 
will add much to the beauty of Rush- 
vilit* s business district, was given a 
greaf impetus last night by the large 
and representative body of business 
men who attended the council meet­ 
ing. while the petition was presented. 
There was probably twenty-five in 
the crowd, all of whom, by their a t­ 
tendance. expressed their 
heartiest 
approval of the proposed plan to make 
Rushville a better and more up-to- 
date city.

All of the wTork, incident to fix ing 
the tax lev y , has fallen on the shou l­ 
ders of the finance ccy nmittee, who 
prepared the city 
bu dget 
for the 
coming y ear. 
The finance committee 
is composed of 
Dr. C. II. Parsons, 
Ed Kelly and O. C. Norris. 
Dr. P a r ­ 
sons, chairman of the 
committee, 
read the report, which gav e in detail 
the estimated cost of 
ru nning the 
city for the y ear 19 11. 
The cost of 
ru nning all of the v ariou s d epart­ 
ments is estimated at 
$46 ,540.00, 
while all of the av ailable receipts to 
be receiv ed from 
v ariou s 
sou rces 
are estimated a t $47 ,7 50.00, tweniv 
thou sand of that amou nt to be paid 
in for water and light rentals and the 
remainder to come in 
from 
other 
sou rces of rev enu e 
which the city 
has. 
The city clerk read a report from 
Cou nty Au ditor Jesse Stone in which 
he gav e the net v alu ation of tlie ta x ­ 
able property in the city . 
The report 
showed that the real estate and im­ 
prov ements 
amou nted 
to $1.7 28 ,- 
06 0.00: 
railroads to 
$258 ,050.00; 
telephone and ex press to $1,010.00,

ty per cent is fix ed for the water and 
light fu nd and sev enty per cent for 
the general'fu nd.

French Idea That Is Not Likely to Be­ 
come Popular W ith Am eri­ 
can Housewives. 


We have horseless carriag es and 
i tireless cookers, but the la test inno­ 
vation is “ flourless bread.” 
In the 
new process the necessity of milling 
the g rain is eliminated, the wheat be­ 
ing used as it comes from the thrash­ 
ing machine. 
The idea is that of a Concern in 
Paris, and the machine developed by 
:t transforms the wheat into doug h 
by the following means: 
“ The machine consists mainly of a 
larg e screw turning loosely iu a case 
on 
whose 
inner surface is a screw- 
thread running in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 
Between the main threads on 
the cylinder are sm aller threads and 
the depth of the g roove between the 
main 
threads 
g rows 
prog ressivly 
smaller from one end to the other, so 
that it will hold 
the 
entire 
wheat 
g rahi as it enters the machine and j 
will accommodate only the pulverized 
wheat at the exit. 
“ The wheat must first be prepared 
for 
breadmaking 
by 
a 
thoroug h 
washing , after which about a pint of 
tepid water to a pound of g rain is 
added, and the whole is allow-ed to 
stand about six hours. 
At the end of 
this time the g rains of wheat have 
swollen to double their ordinary size. 
“ It is then mixed with the necessa ry 
quantity of yea st and sa lt and poured 
into the machine. It falls between the 
threads of the moving screw, which 
crush the envelope and body of the 
g rain, making of them a homog eneous 
mixture which just before leaving the 
screwrs forms a smooth paste. 
“ The work of kneading is terminated 
by the operation of a g lider, formed 
of two parallel surfaces. 
One of these 
surfaces is the extrem ity of the mov­ 
able screw, while the other is fixed 
to the contrary screw- and has a cen­ 
tral hole throug h which the doug h 
esca pes in the form of a continuous 
roll. 
“ The doug h, on issuing from the ma­ 
chine, is put into baskets, where it re­ 
mains until it beg ins to rise. 
It is 
then divided into 
long loaves 
and 
placed 011 a table until the moment 
when it is to be placed in the ovens.” 
Commenting on the new process, the 
writer sa ys tha t while it seem s to be 
new, and really is when used on a 
larg e scale, it yet is a step backward 
to the crude break making methods of 
the ancients. 
Neither will the idea 
become popular, the writer thinks, for 
he says; 
“ In 100 years civilized 
man 
has 
strug g led up from the 
brown 
and 
black bread of the peasant to the 
white bread of the rich. 
He is- not 
g oing back to the bread of the eig h­ 
teenth c**nturv.”

F A S C IN A T I N G W O R K . 


Girl W ho Is Adept W ith Her Needle 
May^ Easily Provide Herself W ith 
a Supply of Handsome 
Ones. 


Handkerchief making is fascinating 
work, and any g irl who sew s neatly 
may ea sily provide herself with a sup­ 
ply which will be a matter of pride 
to herself and of envy to her less In­ 
dustrious associa tes. 
French or Irish linen of the finest 
quality should be used for any hand­ 
kerchiefs destined to carry elaborate 
embroideries, and the g reatest care 
should be exercised in the cutting of 
the squares. 
To draw a thread in the 
four directions is the only safe wav, 
as otherwise the delicate material is 
apt to twist and become unmanag e­ 
able. 
When Armenian or any other very 
fine lace edg ing is used the handker­ 
chief need not be 
hemstitched, a l­ 
thoug h infinite care must be devoted 
to the hand hemming , as irreg ularly 
set stitches spoil the entire effect of 
the work. 
Exceeding ly 
narrowr 
hemstitched 
borders are more than ever popular, 
and nearly ahvavs handkerchiefs so 
treated have corners embroidered deli­ 
cately with wreaths, clusters or sem i­ 
detached butterfly and flower desig ns. 
Sometim es only one corner is decorat­ 
ed with a rather larg e and elaborate 
spray pattern, or a medallion will in­ 
close a small initial. 
Only when there 
is no other decoration should a mono­ 
g ram be employed. 
Fancy lace stitches are blended with 
the embroidery patterns, as in the ca se 
of the Illy pads. wrhich show p eta ls of 
fine netting , and the butterflies, with 
transparent wing s. 
Sometimes a g irl 
who embroiders indifferently but sews 
with extraordinary nea tness appliques 
lace motifs upon the corner of a hand­ 
kerchief and then cuts away the ma­ 
terial from the under side, but this is 
difficult to accomplish, and a slip of 
the scissors means ruin to the entire 
piece of work. 
Scallop 
borders 
are 
exceeding ly 
dainty, but that sort of work ta kes 
an immense amount of time and Is so 
heavy In proportion to the fabric that 
it Is ea sily torn. The better way is to 
buy a machine scalloped handkerchief 
of fine quality and embroider it dain­ 
tily, than to devote hours of toll to 
a border which" may be reduced to a 
rag g ed fring e the first time It Is laun­ 
dered.
